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Port Moresby, PAPUA (Several hire-car firms available) 


1. "Laloki River". An area along the road from Port Moresby to 
Brown's River (or Brown River) extending for about 5 miles 
on either side of the Laloki River Bridge. Hilly savannah 
country with patches of teak plantations, rain forest and 
some cultivation. Poor collecting in savannah, either in 
long grass or broad-leaved eucalypts or shrubby legumes 


ee "5 miles NW of Port Moresby". An area along the road from 
Port Moresby to Idler's Bay,mainly savannah and mangrove 
swamp. Poor collecting all through this area. 

LAE, New Guinea (Hiredcar available). 

1. "Lae". <A stretch of about one mile gf coastal rain forest 
and rush swamps west of hae wharg Abundant acridids and 
pyrgomorphids (Atractomorpha sp?) and tettigoniids. 

2. "Gabensis". A stretch of some 10 miles along the road from the 
Markham River Bridge to Gabensis village. Mainly rain- 
forest, with some plantations. Harly nymphs of biroellines 
found at three localities along rain-forest edges. 


MADANG, New Guinea. (Hired car available) 


1. "Alexishafeyn-Matuka road". A coastal stretch of about 15 miles 
of coconut and cocoa plantations with remains of swampy 
rain-forest. Uninteresting collecting. 


2. "Madang-Amele road". About 13 miles of hilly winding road, 
ostly plantations and some grassy patches. Good for 
Hemiptera, poor for Orthoptera, Homop¥era and Tachinidae. 


WEWAK, New Guinea (Hired car sometimes available) 


Stretch of road from Wewak up to high rain forest on Passam road 
(approx. 7 miles from Wewak, but vehicle used had no dashboard 
instruments functioning). Mainly coconut plantations on coastal 
strip, good collecting of Orthoptera and Homoptera in rain-forest 
on precipitous slopes with small clearings for nativé bananas and 
wild hill sugar ("Pit"). Far more insect life than at earlier 
localities. 


MANUS ISLAND (Land Rover and driver can be arranged from Lorengau 
on certain days). 


1. "Lombrum". Naval base with wharf about 5 miles E of Lorengau, 
cameras not permitted. 


No transport except buses to base. Good general collecting 
along road from Lombrum to Momote and Lorengau. Wide 

range of phasmids, tettigoniids, acridids, and Homoptera. 
Biroellines in een and shrubs at edges of rain-forest, 
and well inside forest on leaf litter (all small nymphs). 

Much swampy ground near base. 


2. "Lorengau" 


a) Two miles of coastal road through native cultivating patches 
of rain-forest, remains of wartime ammunition dump and 
mission plantations to the west of the town. Swampy for 
the most part. Biroelline nymphs found in ferns round rain- 

forest 


A stretch of about 13 miles of road from Lorengau to Momote.

BOUGAINVILLE ISLAND (No transport available) 


1. "Soraken". Large plantation (coconut/cocoa) with rain-forest 
about 5 miles from wharf, across creek which it is advisable 
to cross below coastal sand bar because of crocodiles. 
Sand-flies and mosquitoes very trying here, access to forest 
(beyond planatations) only from the beach, so far as we know 

here are no tracks. Moderate for Homoptera, Hemiptera, 
poor for tachinids, and Orthoptera. Navive dugout canoes 
might be a better means of transport pane an walking if the 
wind is right.

2. "Teopasino" Only light equipment possible, as there is mo wharf 
or jetty and access to beach is by wading througH 
surf.

To the south-west of the town, about one to two miles away, 
are grass covered hills with abundant Austracris and 
Gastrimargus. The soil is volcanic eae. aly porous, 

so dries rapidly. On the steep sides of the valleys is 
rain forest, sometimes with a swift-flowing stream in 

the valley bottom (Tetrigids on the stream banks). Rain 
forest can be penetrated in places. Very few acridids; 
some startling Tachinids; abundant Homoptera.
